Examination of the price stickers on the items 
disclosed they are furnished Home Club by Wami, Valencia, 
California, and Waxman Industries, city unknown. Also in stock 
were 1-1/2" and 2" end caps, furnished by Wami of Valencia, 
California, and Waxman Industries, with stampings on individual 
end caps indicating they were made in Thailand and Korea. Some 
of the 1-1/2" end caps had the outline of a bell on them and 
others had what appeared to be company symbols. 

Home Club carries duct tape, manufactured by Polyken 
Technologies, Consumer Products Group, Westwood, Massachusetts, 
and duct tape, "Tough Stuff" brand, manufactured by a division of 
Kendall Corporation. They also carried Action brand tape,
